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Andover Places Three Delegates 
On Republican State Committee

Andover residents Kimberley A. Cronin, 
Atty. William E. Melahn and Robert L. 
Merrill each won election to four-year 
terms on the Republican State Committee 
in Tuesday's presidential primary. 

That triple victory makes Andover some- 
what of a force in the Grand Old Party, 
giving the town strong representation on 
the state political committee. 

Melahn, a Ballardvale Road resident who 
will represent the First Essex and Middle- 
sex district, defeated Kevin Leach of Man- 
chester. According to figures that were still 
unofficial as of yesterday, the Andover at- 
torney carried 11 of the 17 communities in 
the district, losing to his opponent only in 
Leach's home territory (Essex, Gloucester, 
Hamilton, Manchester, Rockport and Wen- 
ham) 

The unofficial totals in the Melahn-Leach 
contest were 1.810 votes for Melahn, and 1,- 
230 for Leach, with Melahn winning 203-9 
among Andover voters. The breakdown by 
community, with the first figure represent- 
ing the Melahn vote

Melahn, a supporter of current state par- 
ty chairman Andrew Natsios, has been a 
Republican state committeeman since 1981 
He has served as chairman of the Merri 
mack -Valley Republican Committee and 
the Andover Town Committee, and was 


Andover coordinator for the Reagan-Bush 
campaign four years ago 
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(Nancy J. Luther of Topsfield, running 
unopposed, also won re-élection to the state 
committee for the First Essex and Middle- 
sex district, which includes precincts six, 
seven and eight in Andover) 

Cronin, of Punchard Avenue, defeated 
Eleanor B. Fulgione of Lawrence by a vote 
of 806-404 to represent the Second Essex and 
Middlesex district, according to unofficial 


tabulations. That district includes Andover, 
Lawrence, Tewksbury and Billerica 


The Andover candidate carried her home- 
town 268-27, and also won in Tewksbury 
(109-50) and Billerica (222-85). Fulgione 
defeated Cronin only in Lawrence, winning 
242 votes to Cronin’s 207 

Cronin — who, like Melahn, is a supporter 
of GOP chairman Natsios — was the Re- 
publican candidate for state representative 
for the 17th Essex district in 1982, losing to 
Democrat Susan Tucker. She is an accounts 
representative for the American Red Cross 
and has served as an intern with the North- 
east-Midwest Congressional Coalition in 
Washington, D.C 


Merrill, a Cross Street resident, defeated 
David Lenihan of Lawrence 752-431, accord- 
ing to unofficial numbers, to win represen- 
tation of the Second Essex and Middlesex 
district 4 

The Andover resident won in Andover by 
the wide margin of 263-19, and in Billerica 
by 215-95; the vote was closer in 
Tewksbury, where Merrill won 84-75. He 
lost to Lenihan only in Lawrence, by a vote 
of 190-242 


Merrill, also a Natsios backer, has served 
as treasurer of the Andover Republican 
Town Committee since 1976. He is a forrner 
vice chairman of the Andover Finance 
Committee, and is currently chief of the 
Andover Auxiliary Police and a Cable Advi- 
sory Committee member 

The role of the state committee: to set 
Republican policies, to increase party 
membership, and to recruit candidates for 
elective office

3800, extension 255, and Penney recom- 
mends that appointments be made ear- 
ly 

“We've been witnessing about 250 to 
300 lots tested each of the past two 
years, and we expect the scheduling to 
be tight again this vear,’’ the health 
director says. ‘‘Many individuals and 
contractors wait too long to book these 
tests, and find themselves unable to get 
building permits because they have no 
soil test results.”

It is a painting of two ducks, one in the 
water and one coming out of the water. It is 
also a painting of stripes, of a parabola, 
of an ‘“‘energetic mass’ that is almost 

chaotic.’’ It is a metaphor for separation 
and its resolution, unity 

And, although it will be on exhibit at the 
Andover Gallery for the next three weeks, 
it is — maybe — not yet a painting at all 

Andover artist David Sullivan calls his 
current work ‘‘Orpheus and Eurydice,’’ and 
it will be shown, in its current state, at the 
68 Park St. gallery from Saturday, March 
17, through April 10 

Its current state, this Monday, consisted 
of 21 detailed black-and-white pencil draw- 
ings of parts of the whole, and four color 
drawings of one section of the whole 

The artist said that by the time of the 
opening reception at the gallery at 5:30 
p.m. Friday, he might have the portion 
represented by those studies painted onto 
part of a 128-inch by 80-inch canvas, and 
he might have those areas painted ont 
smaller, separate canvases as well 

Or he might not 

Any good show is dialogue,”’ Sullivan 
said during a recent conversation at his 
North Main Street home, where he works 
And showing an unfinished work could lead 
to a better dialogue between artist and 
audience: ‘‘In a lot of ways it might be a 
better experience. Finished things leave the 
viewer to some extent uncritical 

This doesn’t mean that I don’t want to 
the painter added. ‘I want to see 
it — I want to see what it looks like.’’ But in 
working toward the final painting with his 
nany drawings, ‘I’m involved in a process 
And getting to the end of it is not as impor 
tant as validly being involved.” 

The key to completing this painting, he 
believes, is to find ‘‘answers’’ to the one 
portion of the painting he has been 
drawing for several months. ‘‘Once I get 
that answered,’ he said, “itll answer 
everything. If I have a way to paint one 
corner, my thesis is that then I'll be able to 
paint all of it 

Orpheus and Eurydice’’ began as a pho 
tograph of two ducks at Andover’s duck 
pond on the corner of Andover Street and 
Argilla Road; the finished painting will be a 
landscape, water and trees and the ducks 
one on the surface of the pond and one 
emerging from the pond

In 
painting, there is complete de-structuring 
and then re-structuring it fascinates me, 
how far this can go

Sullivan suggested the show to gallery 
owner Howard Yezerski several months 
ago. At that time, his idea was to do the 
painting in eight parts, each part done in a 
different way to marry very disparate’ 
painting styles.’’ He had planned to com- 
bine, for example, wood block printing 
silkscreening, etching. ‘‘] was quite certain 
that that was what I would do.” 

But that plan soon changed. ‘There was 
an urge, a need for necessity that never 
would go away,” he explained. ‘It always 
seemed that I had to fully realize all the 
demands that I had in each aspect of it 

Instead, he turned his attention to the 
drawing as a whole, which was ‘’pretty 
much worked out.’’ He decided that the 
total painting would be divided into a grid of 
160 squares, each square eight inches 
square on the large canvas 

I thought I should take one section, one 
square, and fully develop it, which meant it 
went beyond where I had been. It started to 
point up that if I painted at an earlier

He may paint a small section of the large 
canvas, but that canvas will never be com- 
pleted; the final painting will be done on 
smaller, separate canvases that will be 
hung together to show the painting as a 
whole

Sullivan has been struggling for ‘clarity 
in his ideas about the painting, he said, and 
although in recent weeks his ideas have 
become clearer, ‘‘there is still a lot of

working out painting problems, or just put 
ting off buying that first tube of paint 

I haven't painted a picture in a long 
time.’ he said. ‘I could, at this stage, be 
afraid of painting the picture, and this 
whole extended drawing process Is an 
ivoidance of painting.

‘Clearly, the end result will be a more responsive and respon- 


sible Legislature.”’ 

During her first term in office, Tucker worked on several 
successful pieces of legislation, including the ‘‘Victims’ Bill of 
Rights’’ which ensures the rights of crime victims rather than 
just defendants; increased financial aid for college students; 
clean-up of hazardous waste sites; and condominium cover- 
sion rules to protect senior citizens and other apartment 
dwellers whose buildings are being considered for conversion 
into condominim units 

Last month the Environmental Lobby of Massachusetts 
awarded Tucker the 1983 Environmental Achievement Award 
for founding and organizing the Legislature’s new Environ- 
mental Caucus, a coalition of environmentally concerned 
legislators totaling nearly one-third of the House mem- 
bership 

‘Prior to the establishment of the environmental caucus, 
there was no mechanism for lawmakers to collectively ad- 
dress such vital and pressing issues as acid rain, toxic wastes 
and water supply,’ Tucker said. ‘Through the caucus, we can 
now pool our resources and talent to meet these serious issues 
head-on.” 

Tucker has also been active in Massachusetts’ educational 
reform movement during her first term. As a member of the 
Legislature's education committee, Tucker helped design H 
5000, the comprehensive package of proposed legislation 
aimed at improving educational quality and opportunity 
across the state 

Her interest in children and youth has also stimulated her 
work as a member of the state’s newly formed Special 
Commission on Violence Against Children. Tucker is chairing 
a subcommittee of the commission charged with producing a 
mode] curriculum for use by schools in teaching children how 
to avoid and understand child abuse

Fire Destroys Century-Old Home 
Used As Dorm At Academy 


A fire that began in a wastebasket ripped 
through the 100-year-old Chapin House on 
the Phillips Academy campus Sunday 
morning destroying the home of ten stu- 
dents and three faculty members 

The blaze, which Andover Fire Deputy 
Robert Boush said originated on the third 
floor of the three-story Victorian building 
started when paper towels ignited on a 
stove in a third floor apartment. The apart- 
ment’s tenant put out the paper towel fire 
and discarded the towels which later reig 
nited when the apartment was vacant 
according to Boush. Fire Department and 
Phillips Academy officials were unclear 
about in whose apartment the fire began

Andover voters followed Massachusetts 
lead on Tuesday as a majority of the 2,888 
Dernocratic ballots cast here in the state's 
presidential primary were for Colorado 
Sen. Gary Hart 

The Hart whirlwind took 36 percent of the 
Andover vote, while, unlike the state re 
sults, Andover gave second place to the 
sentimental favorite former South Dakota 
Sen. George S. McGovern, who received 31 
percent of the town’s vote. McGovern, who 
was third in Massachusetts, stuck by the 
promise he had made to campaign workers 
to quit the race if he didn’t finish first or 
second in Massachusetts 

Finishing in third place was former Vice 
President Walter Mondale with more than 
ten percentage points separating him from 
the two top finishers. Mondale won 19% of 
the Andover vote. He finished second in the 
state primary. Behind Mondale in Andover 
was Sen. John H. Glenn, with 8 percent of 
the vote, and Rev. Jesse L. Jackson, who 
garnered 2 percent in Andover. As The 
lownsman went to press yesterday Jackson 
and Glenn's Massachusetts results were 
still being calculated 

President Ronald Reagan collected 92 
percent of the £36 Republican ballots cast 

Tuesday's snowstorm kept the voters 
home, Town Clerk Elden R. Salter told The 
Townsman. Only 22 percent, or 3,424, of the 
town's 15,516 registered voters braved the 
storm and traveled to the Andover Higt 
school gymnasium to vote. Salter said he 
thought a larger percentage of voters may 
have come out in Andover than the Massa 
chusetts average. The town clerk said wher 
it looked as though the snow wouldn't let up 
Massachusetts Secretary of State Michael 

Connolly predicted an average statewide 
turnout of less than 20 percent 

And Salter said he wasn’t surprised by 
Hart's Andover victory, adding that Hart 
may have captured some votes that might 
have otherwise been McGovern’s 

McGovern did very well in Andover the 
las‘ time he ran,’’ said Salter. ‘‘But it looks 
like the Hart momentum carried through 
Andover. In fact Hart may have taken votes 
away from McGovern.’ 

The new election phenomenon of exit 
polling wasn’t evident in Andover. The town 
clerk said he didn’t think anyone was poll 
ing voters as they left Andover High.

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The Deficit Realistically 


It seems strange that there is a sudden hue and 
cry concerning the school department's request to 
place before town meeting the possibility of cover- 
ing a deficit in this year’s budget. 

An $86,000 deficit is a distinct possibility, al- 
though the school administration has indicated it 
will make every effort to live within its assigned 
costs before the end of the fiscal year on June 30. 

Town meeting is being asked to provide the 
schools with the leeway to meet the unanticipated 
expenses should it become necessary. 

As could be expected criticism has begun to pour 
down on the school department. Why not? After 
all, the department has thé town’s largest budget 

But, looking at the matter realistically, to be 
only $86,000 in the red isn’t bad after the school 
committee acceded to the wishes of a number of 
parents during the current school year. 

First there was the transportation problem. 

The school department adhered to the mandated 
policy of providing transportaion within certain 
guidelines. Many parents appeared before the 
board expressing concern about the safety of their 
youngsters, urging consideration of providing 
school buses. 

After study, it was recommended to alter the 
school bus schedule, add some vehicles and trans- 
port the children from areas considered hazard- 
ous. 

This, after the school bus routes had been delin- 
eated based on funds appropriated at the start of 
the school year. 

Then, through continued growth in the commu- 
nity, some classrooms were found to be over- 
crowded.

A vote a 
couple of years ago mandated that the school 
construction project be contained within the 
school department budget, which ultimately had 
an effect on the educational quality of the school 
system. Many educators were dropped from the 
rolls, along with some services and programs to 
meet that mandate. 

Since then, additional educators and other school 
personnel have been dropped as the department 
met the budgetary limitations provided by town 
meeting. 

There would appear to be only one sensible 
approach to the current deficit problem. The 
school department responded to a public outcry for 
equal educational opportunity and safety of young- 
sters attending public schools. 

For those who would be critical of the adminis-' 
tration’s response, it must be noted you can’t have 
things both ways. Denial would result in continued 
displeasure with the schools by some. Approval 
means the funds have to come from somewhere.

WASHINGTON — For- 
mer first lady Rosalynn 
Carter has been called the 
“Tron Magnolia,” but she has 
now revealed herself to be 
as thorny as a rosebush and 
as bitter as a lemon. 

Her new autobiography, 
“First Lady from Plains,” is 
coming out in May. We've 
seen an uncorrected galley 
proof, so some things in the 
book could be changed. But 
the tone is sure to remain — 
and it is overpoweringly 
bitter. 

Why is Mrs. Carter bitter? 
Mainly because the ungrate- 
ful American people didn’t 
re-elect Jimmy. And why 
didn’t they? Mrs. Carter 
blames the press and the 
Republicans, just the way 
Richard Nixon blamed the 
press and the Democrats for 
his downfall. 

In one revealing passage, 
Mrs. Carter described elec- 
tion night 1980, after it 
became obvious that Ronald 
Reagan would win in a land- 
slide. The Carters gathered 
with a few close associates 
in the Oval Office, and 
someone remarked that 
President Carter didn’t 
seem bitter at all. “I'm bit- 
ter enough for both of us,” 
Mrs. Carter said. She contin- 
ues: 

“I meant it. I was bitter at 
what I had seen on television 
for weeks that I thought was 
so unfair to Jimmy, bitter 
about the hostage situation 
(in Iran) dominating the 
news for the last few days

Mrs. Carter demonstrates 
a curious tendency to use the 
first person plural as if she 
and Jimmy were co-presi- 
dents. For instance, she 
writes of going to Camp 
David to get away from it 
all.

Then 
she adds, “And I can't 
remember ever not being 
willing, even anxious, to 
assume the weight of 
responsibilities again ....” 

And she writes that 
“things would be different if 
we were back in the White 
House.” And: “I'd like people 
to know that we were right.” 

Mrs. Carter ends her-book 
on a fina] sour note: “But 
when all is said and done, 
for me, our loss at the polls 
is the biggest single reason 
I'd like to be back in the 
White House. I don’t like to 
lose.” 

LUCRATIVE LEASES: 
While the nation is stagger- 
ing under the weight of a 
trillion-dollar budget deficit, 
the federal government is 
leasing millions of acres of 
grazing land to ranchers at a 
fraction of the property's 
market value. In many 
cases, the ranchers then sub-

lease the land at commer- 
cial rates and pocket the 
difference. 

Here are the details: 

The Bureau of Land Man- 
agement of the Department 
of Interior leases grazing 
land on a _ per-cow, per- 
month basis. Currently, 
ranchers are paying $1.37 a 
month for each steer that 
feeds on the federal land. 

The market rate for such 
grazing rights, however, is 
$10 to $15 per-cow, per- 
month, and ranchers holding 
leases to federal land often 
turn around and sublease it 
at the much higher private 
rate. 

This procedure is not con- 
doned by the bureau but 
there is little that officials 
can do to regulate it. The 
rules states that a rancher is 
entitled to lease the public 
land if he “owns or controls” 
the cattle that graze on it. 
All a rancher has to do, in 
short, is attest to his 
“control” of the herds that 
use the property. 

Approximately 20,000 
ranchers lease grazing land 
under the bureau's program 
and collectively pay the gov- 
ernment about $18 million 
for the privilege. Bureau 
sources estimate that half of 
the lessees have rented the 
federal land to others at 
commercial rates. 

There has been little 
incentive to change the 
system, sources told us, 
partly because the director 
of the Bureau of Land 
Management, Robert 
Burford, is a rancher 
himself. Some of President 
Reagan’s most ardent 


supporters, moreover, are 
Western ranchers who bene- 
fit from the leasing 
program. 

POLITICAL POTPOUR-

fighters from North Reading and 
Tewksbury assisted at the scene 

And, five firefighters were taken to Law- 
rence General Hospital from the fire. Most 
seriously injured was Walter Potvin, of the 
\ndover Department, who was hurt when a 
ceiling collapsed on him. Shawn Mason, 
Thomas Agnew and Dean Ward, also And- 
over firefighters, were taken to the hospital 
for smoke inhalation. William Warnock, of 
the North Reading Fire Department, was 
also taken to the hospital when he got debris 
from the fire in one of his eyes. Boush said 
all five firefighters were treated and re- 
leased on Sunday. 

The ten students living in Chapin House 
had been notified of the fire by Monday 
morning Neilsen said. All of the private 
school students left the campus one day 
earlier for a school vacation which runs 
through Sunday, March 25 

Neilsen said it wouldn't be a problem 
finding rooms for the ten displaced stu- 
dents. Some will double up with other stu- 
dents, he said, while others will be assigned 
to the rooms of students participating in 
off-campus programs this semester. 

Phillips Headmaster Donald W. McNe- 
mar was at the fire Sunday and told The 
Townsman he was thankful the students had 
left for vacation " 

And although Phillips officials aren't sure 
about how much damage was done to the 
building. Fire Deputy Boush estimated, ‘‘it 
is in the ballpark of $100,000.’ 

He added that 90 percent of the contents 


of the building were damaged as a result of 
the fire. The third floor sustained the most 
damage and was ‘“‘completly gutted,’’ said 
Boush. The second floor was heavily dam- 
aged by the fire and heat and the first floor 
had quite a bit of water damage, he added. 
The building was scheduled to be razed, 
after the Andover Building Inspector felt in 
the best interests to do so from a structural 
standpoint. 

Although the building was uninhabited at 
the time of the fire Andover firefighter 
William Moore rescued a cat belonging to 
faculty member Christopher Smith. Moore 
said he “just grabbed the cat off the roof 
and handed him to the next person on the 
ladder.’ The cat was taken to Bulger’s 
Animai Hospital, in North Andover, where 
veterinarian Dr. John Prentiss told The 
Townman the animal was recovering well 
from smoke inhalation.

Root Vegetables 


Now is the time to enjoy hearty root 
vegetables. 

All vegetables are in general good 
sources of minerals and vitamins, but root 
vegetables are high in fiber, and most are 
high in thiamin. 

If there ever was a versatile vegetable, 
the potato would be a front runner. More 
potatoes are produced in the world than any 
other vegetable. Be sure to cook in their 
skins and peel afterwards as most of the 
nutrients are located just under the skin 
Potatoes should be stored away from light 
and kept at room temperature. Exposure to 
light can cause the vegetables to green and 
form toxic compounds and refrigeration 
converts the starch to sugar. One medium 
potato contains only about 100 calories 

Why is it that carrots, to be considered 
properly prepared, are scraped, peeled and 
whittled down to match sticks? It is impor- 
tant nutrients that are being scraped and 
peeled away, not just the dirt! Ideally one 
should scrub the carrot under running wa- 
ter. If you must have the skin removed, just 
steam, sliced lengthwise, until tender then 
rub skin off under running water. When 
properly done, one cup of cooked carrots 
has 50 calories and is very high in vitamin 
A 

Parsnips and carrots are similar in shape 
but there the relationship ends. When prop 
erly cooked, parsnips have a sweet, nutty 
flavor, To obtain this flavor, they should be 
steamed in their skins until tender then 
peeled and slit lengthwise. One cup of

cooked parsnips has 100 calories. 

The beet is a versatile vegetable and can 
be prepared in many ways; always cook it 
unpeeled with an inch or two of the leaf 
stem still attached. This prevents the beet 
root from being cut and causing the color 
plus important nutrients from dissolving 
out into the cooking liquid. When choosing 
beets, select those that are firm roots with 
crisp green tops. One cup of cooked beets 
has 55 calories 

Another important vegetable, onions, are 
in such demand that they are grown some- 
where in the U.S. during most every season 
of the year. When shopping for onions, look 
for firm ones that are dry, have small

Andover’s schools are so good that out-of- 
towners are trying to enroll their children 
in the town’s public school system, accord- 
ing to Andover Superintendent Kenneth Sei- 
fert. 

But School Committee members don’t 
want to add to the rosters of the town’s 
schools which they fear might suffer from 
over-crowding if outsiders were permitted 
to attend schoo! in Andover 

In a creative effort to accommodate the 
out-of-towners, and possibly raise some 
money for Andover, Seifert asked School 
Committee members if they were inter- 
ested in studying a plan he would create, 
with their approval, to admit non-residents 
to the Andover schools. But the superinten- 
dent’s plan was shot down before it took off 
as the committee unanimously vetoed it 
last Tuesday night 

‘‘People talk about private schools being 
good,”’ said Seifert, ‘‘here we are a public 
school system (and people wapt to enroll 
their children). This says something about 
the Andover school system.’’ Seifert told 
the committee he periodically receives 
calls from people wanting to enroll their 
children in the school Andover system. The 
Superintendent told The Townsman he re- 
celves anywhere from six to 12 calls a year 
about out-of-town enrollment
